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Work of Collecting 1920 

Taxes to Start Soon 

The work of collecting the 1920 taxes 
for Waukegan and X^nke county will 
sthrfsoon, accordirig,to an official state- 
ment made- by County 'jjfeaiurer Roy 
W. Bracher, - ' j 

He says the plan (followed this year 
will be somewhat different than that of 
. other years. Re plans to have offices 
maintained in each town in the county 
and will name a collector for each office, 
as heretofore,, hut the tax books ^^ill 
not be sent outns has been done be- 
fore. . Instead of this plan eoch^collec- 
tor will be given tax receipts. 

Bills will be-sent out to all taxpayers 
who then ^ill go directly to the collec- 
tor, pay the tax, and receive the receipt 
which has been made out in the county 
treasurer's office. This will have the 
tendency of pxpediatlng the work to a 
considerable Extent. 

\n the past 14, has been the' plan to 
leave the laxbooka'with the individual 
col'ecloVs for.a period of two months 
or more. This year the receipla will be 
left with the collectors bu^ two weeks 
after which they ^will be sent back to 
the countv treasurer's office. Taxpay- 
ers who do not avail themselveB of the 
opportunity to pay within the first two 
•weeks in their own communities then 
wiirhava to come W) Waukegan" to pay. 

By I^eeping the.taxbooks in Ihe office 
of the'county treasurer It will be posBi- 
blo. to accept fiioney and, make out 
duplicate lox receipts for people who 
may find It. more convenient to pay in 
that manner. ft ." 

Mr. Bracher is of the opinion that the 
plan that is to be followed this year will 
reduce the cost of collection. 



Beet Growers Hold " 

Meeting Recently 

_ At a largely attended meeting of Ra- 
cine and Kenosha county sugar beet 
grower:* recently in CorlJsP. Wis., a un- 
onious, decision was made to empower 
the officers ofthe Racine and Kenosha 
association to place contracts for the 
growers at a figure to. be not less than 
the cost of production. The offic'tfrs 
were given authority to employ legal ad- 
vice before any slgnaturi^s ifre attached 
to contracts. 

This action cume after a lengtly dis- 
cussion in which it was pointedout 
that the manufacturers had .offered 
$7 per toil,, but it developed that not 
a grower present was able to grow 
beets for that figure. Mar.y' expr/ssed 
theirintontion to abandon growing beets 
if no better figure than that couldhfi 
obtuin-d. It was .show iiCcommuni- 
ca'tiona»sent to each membeV by the 
state orgitnizalion, that the cost of 
raisingone acre of sugor beets in Ken- 
osha couhtiea would reach»,a total of 
»SI03: TfTis wos based on the following 
items: Rent of land, 512; fertilizer and 
application to replace that removed, %1T^ 
plowing. $3; preparation, of land. $4; 
seeding. $1; seed, %A- cultivation, five 
times, 55; labor. 530,-^liftlng. $3; hauling 
$15; depreciation of mechlnery. 51,

(he flrst Illustrated Shakespeare pub- 
lished, and the .beuntlful llalllwell 
edition,. puhlUhed In K; volumes, be- 
tween isn.l nnd lSO."i. 

Much Philosophical Lore. 
Jn England also he was able to' 
eoiiiplete tin? Stanford set of the 
Uoyal society of London iddlosophical 
trnn.snetIons, ol)tninIng volumes cov- 
ering the period from IGOo'to ISOO. It 
has been said that If all other rec- 
ords of nmdern sclentine achieve- 
ment, were wiped out tlie records of 
this society would pr(?serve everything 
of vnlue In thnt direction.
